Mr. Officer resigned in 1855 and 
his place wa . taken Ihe next sear 
by Philip <■. Gillett, of the Indiana 
institution, Rev. Sow ton Cloud, a 
trustee, acting as principal in the 
meantime. Mr, tiilleit was a beard- 
less youth and was derisive]} called 
"that boy that's come to run the 

ileal' ami dumb." During Ihe year 
that followed Mr. Officer's resigna- 
tion the school hud so rundown 
thai only twenty-two of the Wi 

pupils remained. The matron and 

all bin two of the teachers had re- 
signed. To reorganize the school, 
restore confidence ami overcome 
prejudice was a difficult task, but 

by the next fall i"'.! pupils were In 
attendance, the largest up to thai 
time. With the ads eni of Mr. <;il 
leu i he institution really began a 
Incw life, on a broader and lai 
scale than before. 
One reform inl roduced by Mr. 

i.illell was an innovation in the 

history of the education of the deaf 
ami dumb. This was ihe regular 
employment of women as teachers. 
It seemed to be an early idea that 
no matter how excellent women 
mas be as teachers of ttpeaking 
children, the} were unfit to handle 
tleal'-miiies. Mr. Gillett look a 
tlill'erenl siew.and his example in 
Illinois has been so widely followed 
I hai now more than two third* of 
the teachers of the deaf ami dumb 
in America are women. 

During Dr. < lilletf's administra 
lion a great deal of building svas 
done. In l*~, I I he main building 
was remodeled ami parfialls rebuilt 
ami two years later a dining hall, 
inn v :■; feci, added. The gohool 
and chapel building, containing 
twenty-eight rooms ami an audi- 
torium seating 1,200 persons, was
